DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -3 1 , 33-39, 42-44, 46-49, 54-60 and 62-64 are allowed. 

2. Claims 14-17, 27, 28, 46, 48, 57, 58 and 60 remain allowed for the reasons set forth in the 
Office Action mailed 05/01/06. 

3. Claims 26, 29, 30 and 42-44 remain allowed for the reasons set forth in the Office Action 
mailed 10/17/06. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

5. Claims 1-13, 18-25, 31, 33-39, 55, 56 and 59 were indicated as containing allowable 
subject matter in the Office Action mailed 05/01/06. Amendments to the aforementioned claims 
were made to satisfy 35 USC 101 requirements. Amended claims are now directed to the 
concrete and tangible result of "storing or executing a radiation treatment plan." As such, 
amended claims 1-13, 18-25, 31, 33-39, 55, 56 and 59 remain allowed for the reasons set forth in 
the Office Action mailed 05/01/06. Examiner note: independent claim 20, previously indicated as 
being directed to non-statutory subject matter, was inadvertently included in the aforementioned 
claims. Claim 20 remains allowed for the reasons set forth in the Office Action mailed 05/01/06. 

6. As per claim 62 and dependent claims 47, 49, 54, 63 and 64, the examiner found no 
reference in the prior art that disclosed or made obvious an apparatus comprising a control 
module, configured to control a beam adjuster to cover at least a portion of a body and wherein 
the at least a portion of a body comprises a part of a target region and including all limitations as 
recited in independent claim 62.
